Boonomy. 

Manitoba has given Columbia a lesson 
in economy. Tho cxpcuBivo luxury of a 
second Ghambei' is to bo clisponsad -wi.tli. 
The riumbor of Ministers lias bcou re- 
duced from five to three, thus clVeeting ii 
Huvingof about thirteen thousand doUuri 
a your iu the cxpenso o£ tbo Govorumcnt. 
The oilioo of Attorney General is abolish- 
ed iiltoguthor. Those of Minister pf Pub; 
lie Works and Prpvinoial Secretary ore 
amalgunated, and tliai Premier diaoTiiirgeti' 
the duties of Finance Minister, Other 
important reforms bave been decided up- 
on, such, for instance, as making the 
English language the only recognized 
language for olllcial purpoacs. In British 
Oolumbifi RcHponsibla Government ■was 
commenced witli tlireo paid Miniaterfl, 
every one of whom wore lawyers. AVheu 
that Ailuiinistration wont to the wiill and 
Mr. 'DeCo.siuo3 came into power, tbo 
number was increased to six, four of 
received salaries amounting alto- 
gether to Efteen thousand dollars a yodr. 
Comparisons are said to be odious; but 
if tre could be permitted to make ;oine "ife 
Bhoald say that if the Province of . Mani- 
toba can dispense with the services of an 
Attorney Gcuoral and got on with three 
Ministers so can Columbia. Indeed, wo 
pointed out the otlier day that this Pro- 
vince bad got on without nuoh an ofHoer 
during the greater part of the present 
year.iud without any complaint about the 
public iutorosts suffering ou that account. 
Economy i.9 no less necos.sary hero than 
in Manitoba; and it has been rondored all 
the more necessary by the prodigahty of 
the present administration iu having in 
volved the Province in debt in order that 
they might, by a lavish expenditure, keep 
themselves in pov^'er. Columbia presents 
the anomaly of a Province consuming all 
its rovenuo proper in the expense of car- 
rying on the Government and relying up- 
on subsidies from the Federal Treasury 
or running into debt for improyeuiouts. 
The people of British Columbia ought to 
insist upon either a very materiil reduc- 
tion in the expense of carrying on the 
Qovernmont, or greatly increased eili- 
ciency, or both. The expensive inertia 
of the present regime has. been tolerated 
too long, and ought to eud with tho term 
of oiUce of those who have enjoyed such 
a good time at tbo public expense. Two 
suflcossivo Premiers have now ' hod tlieir 
missions to Ottawa and Loudon at tho 
public o.vpouse. It would bo interesting 
to know wliat tlicso mi.'^sions liavo cost 
•. the struggling taxpayers. Ten dollars a 
day, besides a fat salary rnnning on, is n 
very nice thing to travel with. The re- 
luctance of the little missionary to return 
may bo readily understood. The graving 
dock served as an excuse for tho tlciii 
and Gifted's mission, and, beyond u lot 
of bogus telegrams announcing tho won 
derons success of his mission, what value 
have tho taxpayers received? Tho Ciay 
and Festive wont home to oppose relax- 
ation of tbo liaihvay covenant, and turn- 
ed round and cooly accepted in London 
tho relaxation ho had rofnseil at Victoria 
with as much grace as if that had been 
his mission; and uow wo sup- 
pose wo must have the acous- 
ibmed dispatches auuouucing s'uo- 
oess. §uoh is life. Such is humbug. 



The GbevilijE Jouknals. — Nothing can 
bo more amusing than to observe the 
alarm and indign.itiou which liavo been 
produced in the upper circles of society 
by tho jjublication of Mr. Greville's 
journal. Mr. lleevo, tho editor of the 
work, has felt bound to come forward 
with a i)orsoiial explanation on the sub- 
ject. He states that he alone is responsi- 
ble for the issue of tho journal; that Mr. 
Groville gave it to him to be publislied 
at Ilia diseration, and that no otiier j^ar 
son had any control over the manuscript 
or any riglit to cxpeot to be consuUed as 
to tho use of it. 'J'iio Clrovillo family had 
therefoio, not b.jDii consuitud in t!io mat- 
ter. In order, apparently, to alhiy ap- 
prehension, Mr. .Boeve adds that the rest 
of tho journal will not be made public 
for a long time. Tiio trutli is that the 
irritation iiud nupasiness which have 
been causeil by this work are due not so 
much to distre.-iH at tho w.ay in wliieli tho 
reputations of the iload have suHVnod, 
but to throw discredit, for tho benelit of 
the living, on thepraotice of making such 
disclosures. Tho great folk of to-day 
could boar v.-ith cipianimity tlio reflec- 
tions wliicli arc cast on tho groat folk of 
tho hint giMicr;itiu:i, if it wcro nut fui' the 
thought that tlii'V thonisol vcs nKiy bo 
furnishing tin; materials of a similai'iiub- 
lication. It is understood that there was 
some diOlculty as to what course should 
be taken in regard to the Queen before 
Qrevillo's journal was jmblinhoil. It 
was, however, ol)vionsly inipossil)lo to 
a.sk her sanction to the ciroulation of tlio 
most disresjK'otfnl and dnniaging rela- 
tions concerning her own family, and tho 
book had therefore to go forth without 
Jiaviog been submitted to her. I hear, 
howover, that it bad been decided not to 
publish the remainder of the journal dur- 
ing tliii t^noen's lifetime. — Jjondon Corr, 
2i. r. T.mcs.

able artrole." in response to hislouiS calls 
there was no nuHwor. Tho littlo family 
■which ho had left in apjiareut security a 
few miautoa before had been huri ied in- 
to etorpiliy. 'The poor man contrived to 
grope hia way out and with tho niato and 
orew (with, the excoptioa of the cook, a 
Chinaman shipped at Victoria, who was 
drowned in tho galley) managed to climb 
up tho rigging and roach tho forotop. 
Before this was dono, however, tlio baik 
went 6n hor beam ends and remained 
therefor an hour, when she righted. 
Hero they remained for three nigiits and 
two and a-half. jdaya,^ suilering horribly. 
During thfa'time'*fcJ»y were enabled to 
fish up a few cans of condensed milk and 
preserved peas, on which they stil).-,istod. 
At the end of three days tho wreck tloat- 
ed anhore on the West Coast near lly.s- 
quot, the ideuticdl spot where the bailc 
John Bright was lost and her people kill- 
ed by the eavoges,' four of «honi wero 
afterwards hangedj^vvhioh appears to huvo 
excited a-aalutary eflfeot upon the tribe, 
for they put off in cunoos at once and 
took the survivors off ft raft, on w-hich 
they had .embarked for the shore. The In- 
diana took the poor fellows to their vil- 
lage, gavethcm food and such articles of 
clothing as tliey stood iu need of. 

Tho next moi uing tho bark had gone to 
pieces and tliu body of tho captain's wife 
was found on the beach--it !i;'ving bieii ' 
prtbably washed into tho cabui by the 
wave that swept the hurricaue-houso of 
its oo^tOO^.L The remains were talien up, 
a gra've dug. and the body committed to 
■ the earth with di;i' fiolemnity. Tho next 
day the Indians .-itarted witij the survivors 
for Victoria, but look them only to Dnj? 
Warren's store, where they reinainLnl 
three days, at tho cad of wiiu'h tiiuo they 
communicated with Oapt (Christiansen 
»nd a ailed f or Victoria on Sunday last, 
in th»-AIert, arriving there yesterday. 

The mate and most of the nieu aro s'-.i- > 
fering from frozen limbs and aorcs, eon- 
trftCted while clinging to the rigging of | 
the wreck. All handslostoveryliiin;:. l;iit 
what they .stood in, e.xcept tlm Captain,! 
who seized his gohl watch and cliaiu at 
tba suggestion of hia poor wife while he 
was hurrying her from the cabin to the 
deoki- : 

M.ra. Hughes was a native of Dublin 
and^aged HI years. Tho two i-hihiren 
were aged o;^ ami 2 years.

C.\PT.\iN HuGUios, whoso terriblo mi.s- 
hap is recorded elsewheie, commanded, 
in 1857, the British ship (Jiieen Victoria, 
and wliilo crossing tho Atlantic, in mid- 
oceun, encountered tho American clipper 
ship Aquilla, Capt. Sayward, in a sinking 
condition. Capt. Hughes laid by the 
Ai|uilln, at great risk, unil every 
soul liad beon transferred to tho 
(.jjueen Victoria. Ho landed the distress- 
ed marriners .■^afcly, and for his g.>llautry 
was voted tho thanks of tho nation by tho 
U. S. Congress and presented with a 
handsome gidd chronometer bearing tho 
foil nving inscription : "Tiie President of 
tlic United States to Capt. S. Iv. llughef, 
for tho roseuo of tlio Ainericau ship 
Aquilla; 1SG7." This watch was tho only 
article that Capt. Hughes saved from tl o 
w reck of tho Edwin. As ho was leaving 
tho cabin of the sinking vessel with hia 
wife and children, his wife said to him, 
"Y(ni had bolter take your watch." Ho 
turned baok, took it (ihM under tho pil- 
low of his iiertli, and jdaced it in his 
pocket. Within ton minutes afterwards 
his wife and children wiu'o swejit away 
and drowned. Yesterday the Captaiii 
landed on the Hudson Bay Co.-s wharf, 
his only earthly possession being the 
gold watch voted him by Congress, and 
the Company's wharf being the ono to 
which Capt. Sayward (the man whom he 
Bitved) aailed the brig Sheet Anchor fcr 
several years.
